| MONTREAL 
After ten years of open immigration, 


during which time tens of thousands 


of immigrants came into Canada each 
month, restrictive measures have now 
been announced by the newly-elected 
Conservative Government. 

The past decade saw a steady stream 
of. newcomers from all parts of the 
world, and Jews particularly benefited 
from the liberal immigration Policy. 

Even distant relatives or landesleit 
could sponsor a would-be immigrant. 

the tens of thousands of Jewish 

immigrants, those with material resources 
went into indusiry and commerce, others 
were absorbed by factories, and even the 
colourful pietisis with their long earlocks 
and chassidic garb opened grocery shops 
or became labourers. - 


New Documents 


This is the first time in more than two 
decades that a Conservative Government 
has been in power. Their promises about 
pension increases: have. been. forgotten; 
tight money is being 
handled gingerly: so the immigration 
policy was the first step the new Govern- 
ment adopted. This was ostensibly done 
to avoid the possibility of unemployment 
on a large scale. But Canada has no real 
unemployment problem, only. a seasonal 
unemployment which is a recognised and 
accepted. part of the economy. 

The prospective Jewish settler will now 
have to have new ‘documents 
affidavits; which he will find hard to 
obtain. The list of guarantors. will “og 
narrowed down, and innumerable 
obstacles will have to be surmounted.

Reconciliation, emphasised the . Arab 
provocations and pointed out that the 
Israeli action deserved understanding 
although aggression could not be justified 
in any cireumstances.

National Peace Council and affiliated’ 


trade unions, and the Peace Committee of 
the Society of Friends, requested that a 
full report presenting both the Arab and 
Israeli points of view. be laid before the 
conference. Mr. K. D. D.. Henderson 
(a.former_official of the C olonial Office), 
representing the Spalding Trust. Oxford, 
outlined the Arab case. He stated that 
“the Christian World wronged the Jews 
and had no right whatever to indemnify 
Jewry at the expense of the Arabs, who 
treated the Jews living in. Moslem coun- 
tries much more humanely than. the 
Gentiles did.” He also . blamed the 
British Government for the withdrawal 
from Palestine and “ allowing the Jews to 
expel the Arabs ” and establish the State 
of Israel. .He said that the Jews left 
Israel 2,000 vears ago and could not claim 
anv historic rights to the country. 

The Jewish point of view was presented 
to the conference by Mr. E. S. Madanes, 
representing the Poale Zion National 
Executive, who said that the Jews never 
left Israel. of their own free will and 
there was never a period during the last 

2,000 years when Jews . deserted the 


country altogether. The fate of the

STAMP NOTES 


Jewish Charity Stamp 
from Jamaica 


L. N. & M. WILLIAMS 


During both the world wars various | 


means were adopted in most countries 
in order to raise money for charity, 


a popular method being through the 


Sale of charity stamps. and labels. 
In November, 1915, at Kingston 
Jamaica, Mr. Lewis Ashenheim, a local 
solicitor, formed 
the Jamaica War 
Stamp League 
(laier the Jamaica 
Patriotic Stamp 
League), and 
worked fervently 
to benefit the 
causes for which 
the League was 
founded. 
The 
objects 


League’s 
were . to 


provide voluntary asSistance to the British 


Red Cross Society, to create a Jamaica 
Acroplane Fund, and last but by no 
means least to establish a fund for the 
relief of suffering Jews in Poland.. The 
money was to be raised by the sale of 
labels to the public; who could use them 


voluntarily on. correspondence, and the . 


labels were sold at a ee each. 
Normally the affixing of a label to the 
front of a letter alongside the postage 
stamp would make that 
“ embarrassing postal packet.”’ liable 
refusal by the Post Office, but in this 
case the Governor of Jamaica and the 
postal authorities afforded their full 
co-operation, and the charity labels. were 
put on sale at all Jamaican post offices. 
What is more, the posimistresses were 
tO urge everyone to. buy. the 
labels and stick one on each letter beside 


the postage stamp. 


Label Instead Of Stamp 


Mr. Ashenheim himself was allowed to - 


use one of the labels 
Stamp on. all his mail which concerned 
the League; all he had to. do was to 
sign his name across the label, which was 
then postmarked in the normal way. 
labels’ were printed in the United States 
and were supplied in. sheets of. 100, a 
1,020,000 - being printed, 

The de esign .was simple, showing a 
biplane in flight above a Geneva cross. 


in lieu of a postage 


In this form the labels were. first: issued 
on December 1, 1915.° Three weeks later 
they... were issued with the 


* Jamaica ”’ 
eraft; and on March 11, 1916, a further 
addition was made by overprinting the 
value Hall: Penny at. the foot. kor 
the convenience of the public some of. the 
labels were bound up into booklets of 12. 

The scheme was a success, 
December,. 1915. to the end of March, 
1916, more than £1,000 was rawed. How 
much. of. this went towards the fund for 


‘Polish Jews is not recorded, but presum- 


ably. the ‘money was divided equally. 
Subsequently the League dispensed with 


the labels and made an appeal for direct 


donations, when the total amount rais ed 
was increased to £20,000.

‘THE announcement that Hungarian 
Jewry is to rejoin the World Jewish 
Congress marks the end of a sad 

chapter in the history of Jewish 
communities behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. .At the same time it opens 
new prospects for better contacts 
with Western Jewry, and as such is 
to be warmly welcomed, 


It is now nearly seven years since 
the East European communities, 
subjected to intense local pressure, 
were compelled to break off their 
contacts not only with the. jnter- 
national Jewish organisations, such 
as the “Joint,” but with Western 
Jewries as a whole. Until the end 
of the Stalin era the bréak was 
complete and the hapless Jewish 
communities behind the Iron Cur- 
tain were isolated even from each 
other. So complete was the isola- 
tion that .even the Jews living 
within the Soviet orbit ceased: to 
‘correspond. with. their relatives 
abroad for fear of. bringing. upon 


themselves the wrath and punish- 


ment of the Communist authorities. 


But in the past Year or so there has 


been. a gradual resumption of con- 
tacts. Western delegations, consist- 
ing mainly of spiritual leaders, have 
been able to visit Eastern Europe, 
including the U.S.S.R. Rabbis from 
the East, notably the late Chief 
Rabbi. of 
Rabbi of Rumania, and have been 
afforded the opportunity of travel- 
lingabroad and establishing contacts 
with. Western communities. | That 


these approaches have not been dis- 


couraged-——-indeed, under present 
conditions any such approach must 
have réceived the approval of the 
authorities concerned—is a hearten- 
ing. development. In fact, even 
before the Hungarian Jewish com- 
munity announced its decision, there 

. had been contacts of 
nature with representatives of Polish 
Jewry which may, it is hoped, also 
lead to their rejoining international 
Jewish organisations. There are 
reports that Ort is sending a delega- 
tion to Warsaw to study the possi- 
bilities of reopening its. activities 
among Polish Jews, which were 
interrupted by the-war and: by the 
subsequent isolation forced upon 
ee Jewry from above. Economic 

aid. from. abroad is éagerly needed

no doubt that the Polish and ‘the

‘from an injection of ‘Jewish aid 
from abroad, especially as Jewish 
aid, whether coming from the Joint 
Distribution. Committee,

attached. 
Although greatly diminished as a 
result of the:-Nazi extermination 
policy, the Hungarian Jewish com- 
munity of over 150,000 Jews is still 
one of the largest. behind the Iron 
Curtain.

NEW TRUST 


SOME public bewilderment. may 


_well have been caused by a rather 


obscure statement .on help for 
victims of Nazism that was pub- 
lished last week by the Board of 
Trade. On page 8 we print some 


explanations that we have obtained. 


regarding this statement and the 
relevant Order in Council that was 
issued ‘at the same time. It should 


be remarked that these documents . 


put the seal on  negotiations— 


indeed, a struggle—lasting for years. 


During the war all property in 
Britain belonging to people living 


in enémy or enemy-occupied terri- 


tory was rightly placed under a 
Custodian. . After. the war such 
property as belonged to people still 
in. enemy or ex-enemy countries 

was confiscated and was to be used 
to pay creditors of Germany or of 


the other ex-enemy countries. How- 


ever, a considerable proportion: of 
this property belonged to Jews who 
had hoped to come eventually to 
England or to another free country, 
but had been caught up by the 
events. 


the Government—whether Labour 
or Conservative—remained adamant 
and only agreed to certain ex-gratia 
releases of property hedged about 
by so. many petty conditions as to 
make this gesture inoperative in 
many cases. 


There’. was however another, 
probably even worse, aspect of this 
problem.

appeals were made to the Govern- 
ment. to transfer such 


victims of Nazism. It seemed only 


just. and ‘proper that neither the 
_ State nor individual claimants ought 


to benefit from murder. it was 
pointed out, for example, that in 
the United States $3,000,000 worth 
of such unclaimed property had been 


placed at the disposal of the Jewish 


Restitution Successor Organisation. 
(That this American law did not 


work out well in practice because of 
bureaucratic restrictions does not, 


of course, affect the principle.) But 
all these appeals seemed in vain. 
However, the Government suddenly 
announced on June 26, 1956, in 
reply to a Parliamentary question, 


that they were creating a special 
fund of £250,000 out of German 


enemy property for the benefit of 
Nazi victims. A special Trust Fund is 
now being created with a majority of 


Jewish. representatives. as. trustees... 


The amount mentioned will be 
placed at the disposal of these 
trustees for distribution to chari- 
table organisations which have 
both the experience and_ the 


‘machinery to administer relief. The 


money is to be used not for com- 
pensating individuals but for 
relieving distress, and it need not 


be used only for Nazi victims resi- 


dent in this country, Although the 
sum of £250,000 is not particularly 
generous, considering the amounts 
confiscated, the Government, never- 


theless, deserves a word of thanks 


for this gesture.

ZIONIST MISSION. TO SULTAN 
Clarification of Envoy's Death 


‘To the Editor of Tae Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sin,—the letter from Eric 

Walters, published in your last week's 
issue, asks for mere details of the 
Zionist mission to the Sultan, but his 
version of the story is not quite 
accurate. 
_ Theodor Herz! did not delegate Dr. 
Louis Poborski as “ representative of the 
Zionists" to “ meet the Sultan,” as Mr. 
Walters believes. 

Michael Ritter von Newlinski (1847- 
1899) was not a German but a Polish 
aristocrat, who settled in Vienna in 1870 
and was oon appointed to a high posi- 
tion in the 
Pee rian onarchy. He. was 


later transferred to the Embassy in 
When Theodor Herzl made his 


acquaintance in May, 1896, Von Newlin- 
ski was the owner and editor of the 
“Correspondance de  lEst,” Von 
Newlinski, who had many friends among 


important Turkish statesmen and diplo- 


wate, told Herzl that he had read his 
t “The Jewish Staite,” published 

a sm months previously, and 
even discussed it with Sultan Abdul 
Hamid. Michael Ritter von Newlinski 
served Zionism well. In June, 1896, 
both of them visited Cosmantincvie, and 
this helped to open many doors to Herzl. 
Although, ne Sulian would not see Herzl, 
was kept informed of Herzl's talks 
Ministers and honoured him 
wie the Order of 


Medjidje (Third 


Herzl invited Von Newlinski “to ‘the 
Second Zionist Congress. and i is quilc 
probable that he reported on the Basle 
Congress to the Sultan. 

At the end of March, 1899, Herz! sent 
Von. Newlinski to Constantinople to 
arrange an audience for him with the 
Sultan. As Von’ Newlinski was very ill, 
Herz! asked Dr. 
accompany him in the capacity © 
doctor, but on April 2. Dr. Poborsk: 
informed Herzl by. telegram that Von 
Newlinski had = died 


Constantinople. 


It was not until May, 1901. that Herz! 
had an audience with the Sultan and 
received the Order of Medjidje (tf irst 
Class). 

I knew Dr. Louis Poborski well as 
we both belonged to the same student- 
Zionist fraternity Ivria,” He was 
known by the nickname “ Pagat” and 
Herzl called him the most loyal of the 
“splendid fellows "his followers. He, 
together with another “Ivria” memocr, 
Dr. Bernhard Hahn, was the first {0 
introduce Hatikva at Zionist gatherings in 
Vienna in 1896 and thus helped to 
establish the custom,

Statistics of the Israel 

: Ministry of Education and 
Culture in. 1954-55, 234,333 pupils 
attended primary schools main- 
tained by the State. . Of that 
number, 55,525 were educated in 
State religious institutions and 
16.710. in independent religious 
schools of the Agudat Israel Organi- 
sation. Expressed in percentage it 
may be said that 21.5 per cent of 
Israel's primary schoolchildren 


attended State religious institutions © 


and 6.3 per cent independent: rel- 
gious schools. Out of 14,469 pupils 
attending secondary schools, 2,105 
were educated in religious secondary 
schools and 196 in independent 


religious» secondary...schools..main- 


tained by Agudat Israel. This 
means that only about 15 per cent 
of Israel’s secondary school popula- 
tion were educated in religious 
secondary schools.

To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRonicie 
Sir,—Mr. Edgar R. Samuel (who 
wrote last week) need not feel embar- 
rassed by Mr. Kamm’s invitation to 
him: to abandon Orthodox Judaism, 
since, in abandoning fundamentalism, 
he has abandoned jt already. The. 
question for him and for countless 
others, including. several of the authors 
of “The Views of Youth,” is what 
shall take its place. 
satisfactory, or even logically possible, 
alternative but Liberal Judaism. 
I cannot guess what Mr. Samuel means 
by his failure to find in.

To my mind the Liberal Jewish’ con 


ceptions of Progressive Revelation, ae a. 


universalistic Judaism, and of the prin- 
ciple of development 
practice, are very positive indeed. 

are practical achievements, such as 
the embellishment of synagogue worship, 
the emancipation of the Jewish woman, 
and the reclamation of countless Jews 
for Judaism. So is its whole aim and 
purpose: to perpetuate and revitalise the 
Jewish faith by bringing it into harmony 


with the insighis of modern knowledge 


and the realities of modern life. Beyond 


that, what is positive in Liberal Judaism 


is what is positive in all Judaism—Rabbi 
Abba. Hillel Silver's “Where Judaism 
Differed " gives a good account of it; 
for it is in the ‘main the framework, 
rather than the content, of Judaism that 
is affected. 

I can only reiterate Mr. Kamm’s ques- 
tion.

The realisation of the Zionist dream, 
dreamt by a few, half a century ago, 
often makes those who now live the 
dream forget the dreamers. To 
Central European Zionists, particu- 
larly these of my generation, reared 
in the country where Herzl and 
Nordau were born, their two faces 
remain indelibly etched on the screen 
of our memories. Studying the book 
of Dr. Ben-Horin, one feels that an 
old friend comes to life again. This 
book is not an agcount of the life 
of Nordau (originally Suedfeld), a 
physician at the turn of the century, 
but a serious, in places almost too 
serious, study of the philosophy. of 
solidarity that he preached, ee 

Just a decade older than Herzl, he 
lived in Pest, a town beginning to 
come alive with liberal thinkers in an 
era of prosperity which hardly knew 
the horrors of persecution.

university studies with his earnings as 
a journalist. After. finishing his 
studies he went to Paris, then the

His prophecy came true. Nowadays, 
when the Jewish State is a reality, it 
is almost difficult to believe that 
Nordau had been so often attacked 
by his foes and even by his friends. 
Dr. Ben-Horin’s book is a very 
thorough. if somewhat lengthy, study 
of this philosophy of solidarity.’ But 
the book unfortunately obscures or

IN A KIBBUTZ. 


Kibbutz: Venture in Utopia. By 
MELFORD E. Spiro. Harvard Univer- 
silty Press.

This is a study by an American 
anthropologist of the origin and ideas, 
the life and the strains, of a Kibbutz 
in fsracl. The author.and his wife 
lived five vears ago for eleven months 
in the Kibbutz, coming there from the 
study of the primitive people of an- 
atoll of Micronesia. His special pur- 
pose was to examine in a modern 
society “the nascent and barely for- 
mulated notions concerning co-opera- 
tion and aggression that he had derived 
from his’ research in this primitive 
society.” The quotation is a_ fair 


example of the jargon which the 


sociologist seems bound to use. And 
in the introductory chapter, which is 
designed to give the background of the 
Kibbutz, he succeeds in making. the 
obvious obscure. Happily, he aban- 
dons this jargon afterwards till the 
last chapter, and gives a straight- 
forward description of life in “ Kiryat 
Yedidim,” which is the pseudonym 
of a collective settlement belonging to 
the Marxist group. He apologises for 
not having used the technique of 
questionnaire and schedules and “tests. 
sociometric and psychometric”; but 


we may be grateful. 


Position of Women 


It is characteristic of the thorough- 
ness of the study that he gives: the 
Hebrew equivalent of all the funda- 
mental ideas and principles. Mr. Spiro 
came to Israel well prepared and sym- 
pathetic,- even though as a. good 
American he distrusts the socialist way 
of life. and the Marxist philosophy, 
and. preserves a. kindly. detachment 
from the community of which he and 
his wife became comrades. .°The posi- 


tion of the women, he notes. is harder 


than that of. the men, because for 


the most part they are engaged in the 


services and not in-productive occupa- 
tions. They feel-more. the séparation 
at night from. their children. : The 
rigid secularism and the rejection of 


‘the Jewish ‘réligious festivals have | 
deprived the life. of colour and 


emotional. content, and led to a new 


‘cult-of the Russian Revolution: 


Marxism is, aS it were, the opiate of 
the. irreligious. 
Soviet Union’ survived: in this: parti- 
cular Kibbutz. the Soviet antisemitic 
phase -of 1952.° He “passes some. 
shrewd judgments. Zionism in Poland 
was for many an escape from Judaism. 
The intense. political party feeling is 
a psychological outlet for aggression. 
His scientific apparatus in describing 
action sometimes has. a 
distorting effect, as when he analyses 
the Hora dance. 


The Next Generation

CEDAR TREES 


In the north of Eretz Yisrael, and 
articularly on the mountains of 
ebanon, there have always been. 
many cedar trees, whose wood was 
highly valued by builders. King 
David had a palace of cedar wood 
built for himself, and he also pre- 
pared a great deal of material for 
the building of the Temple. When 
Solomon came to the throne he made 
an agreement with Hiram, King of 
Tyre, to supply him with cedar wood 
in return for corn, oil, and some 
border towns. The cedar trees were 
felled by expert Pheenician lumber- 


jacks and rolled down to the sea, 
where they were tied up in rafts and 
conveyed as far as Jaffa. | 
they were carried overland to Jeru- 
salem, where they were cut up into 


From there 


beams and boards for the Temple. 

A similar procedure was adopted 
for the building of the Second Temple, 
which was also made of cedar w 
from Lebanon, supplied by the 
Pheenicians in exchange for food and 
oil. The Pheenicians themselves, who 
were the greatest sea-faring nation of 
ancient. times, used cedar wood for 
their ships, and we are told -by the 
prophet Ezekiel that they made the 
ship masts out of cedar wood. |

its beauty, height, and 
If a girl wanted to praise 
her handsome young man, she would 
say of him, “His looks are like 
sebanon, excellent as the cedars.”
